Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1,2,5-12, 20-22, 19 and 23 are allowed. 
1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Erimli 
discloses a method and system for controlling the flow data frames through a network 
switch on a port by port basis. Nelisse discloses a buffer acceptance method. The prior 
art of record fails to anticipate or render obvious the following recited features: circuitry 
for designating a plurality of virtual space regions in the buffer, wherein each one of said 
virtual space regions serves a respective packet communicating session; 
circuitry, for detecting packet congestion in at least one congested virtual space 
region in the plurality of virtual space regions, wherein said detecting includes circuitry 
for detecting when a number of packets stored in said one congested virtual space 
region the buffer" exceeds a buffer storage region threshold corresponding to said one 
congested virtual space. 



2. Conclusion 
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2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. Galand et al. (US Patent 5,838,922) discloses a back pressure 
access control system for a shared buffer with allocation threshold for each traffic class. 

Simmons et al. (US Patent 6,192,028) discloses a method and apparatus 
providing programmable threshold for half-duplex flow control in a network switch.

De Cnodder et al. (US Patent 6,912,226) discloses a method to generate an 
acceptance decision in a telecommunication system.
